I. Introduction 

• (A) Scope of Grand Jury Invest i- 

zation 655. 

Grand Jury InvcJligation 655 has 
been an inquiry into atiegatjons of 
improper gathering and dkxcmina- 
lion of intcUigxncc data by members 
of tiic Security Section of Uie 
Oiicago Police Department’s Intel- 
ligence DiWiion. 

It is important to cmpliasizc at 
tho outset (hat the allegations (and 
, hence our investigation) did not 
touch llic Chicago Police Depart- 
ment as a whole nor did it consider 
intelligence functions as they apply 
to persons or groups proven to be 
, involved ^inf'criminaPaclivi ties. 

Undercover agents " and infor- 
mants arc important tools ^eeded 
. by law enforcement agencies for the* 
apprehension of criminals and the 
prevention oT crime. 

HbweVdri wlfen law- enforcement 
officials lose sight of* these objec- 
tives ^d' use undercover agents and 
informants to gather information on 
law abiding citizens for political 
purposes, these otherwise proper* 
tools of law enforcement become a 
serious llireat to the very founda- 

lions of our depiocratic society. 

, Grand Jury Investigation 655 
focused only on the abuses by the 
Qiicago Police Department of these 
otherwise legitimate ''^investigative 
tools. Thus, two areas were of 
primary concern to this Grand Jury: 

: ./ Intelligence gathering activities 
' -which were in direct violation of the 
.criminal law, such as burglary and 
illegal: electronic eavesdropping; and- - 

The indiscriminate use of under- 
cover agents, informants and sur- 
veillance aganst citizens and groups 
who were never suspected of 
criminal conduct nor gave even the 
slightest indication of criminal 
■intent. 

(B) Resistance to the Juvestiga- 
/ion. 

Unlike the hundreds -of investiga- 
tions presented during our regular 
term as Grand Jurors/ investigation 
655 had to be conducted without 
the assistance of -the largest law 
cnforccihcnt agency in (he State of 
ilho: Chicago. Botlice Depart- 

Adori 

Even though a* prinmy duty of 
(he Chicago Polico- Department is to 
produce evidence for the Cook 

Jury',^ the Department 
end tlic 'City of Cliicago resisted our 
lewfjj^l orders and subpoenas. The 
coercive-' powbrs of the' Court were 
required to force (he Department 
and the City of Chicjigo to comply. 

Tbc Qiicago Police Department’s 
failure to assist this Grar^d Jury, 
reemed to us to be an attempt to 
frustrate our investigation. Tlic 
Department’s attitude and conduct 
surprised and disappointed this 
Grand Jury. 


, Tlie government of the City of 
Qiicago also deserves critical atten- 
tion for its role in fostering this lack 
of cooperation. 

The hiring of two ’’special” 
attorneys by iJic Q'ty of Qiicago to 
represent all Chicago police officers 
subpoeriacd before this Grand Jury 
achieved a unity of legal control. 

This effort to ’’close ranks” con- 
tributed to (lie uncooperative 
attitude of the Qiicago Police 
Department, 

(C) The Decision Not to Vote 
Indictments. 

During the investigation this 
Grand Jury heard from 71 witness- 
es, some under trying circumstances. ‘ 
In addition to these witnesses, more 
than 5,000 pages of subpoenaed 
documents were studied. 

/ ilic testimony and documents 
revealed repealed instances of 
wrongdoing. This evidence* could 
have ^been the basis for appIica'lTon 

by the Stale’s Attorney for indict- 
ments. , ^ . 

The evidence has clearly ^shown 


net* effect of* a crirnirul 
■Bcutlon would be to highlight a 
disjointed criminal acts, ratlicr 
than to present a comprehensive 
overview of an extremely serious 
problem. Solutions, not sentences, 
are of parainounl importance in 
Understanding and dealing with this 
problem. 

The third reason for our decision 
was the quality of the evidence* 
Dvaflable for criminal prosecution. A 
number of key witnesses, both 
civilians and members of the .Chi- 
cago Police Department, arc now 
deceased. Also, crucial ’ physical 
evidence has been destroyed. 

I*or example, one instance in- 
volvcd tiie throwing -of ’ a tear gas 
container into. *3 crowd during a 
performance of a foreign dance 
troupe.

Although the Gr^nd Jury strong- 
ly believes that public employees* 
who violate their positions of trust 
should be punished, three factors 
. led US to the conclusion that the 
. return of indictments would * not 
serve the best interests of the 
community. 

The primary factor leading to 
our decision was the realization that 
the return of indictments could "and 
probably would be used by .city 
officials to shift (he public’s atten- 
tion away from the grave threat to 
. individual rights and freedoms posed 
by abusive police intelligence 
activity. This serious threat to our 
democratic form of government 
must not be allowed to depend on 
. tlie conviction or acquittal of a few. 
if A second reason for our decision 
was that some individuals who are 
equally or. even more criminally 
responsible than tJiose against whom • 
indictments could have been return- 
ed, arc protected ^ from .criminal 
prosccutipjn, iby lltc e.xpiratipn

In addition, the culpability of* 
high ranking Chicago Police officers 
would be obscured b}^ a criminal 
trial of a. few patrolmen.- These 
police officials were insulated- from 
prosecution by level upon level of 
police officers who invoked- ..their 
privilege ^ under-, the Fifth Amend- 
ment to the United States Conslilu- ' 
lion. 



eluding llie^^files and lists of civilian 
operatives of the United States 
Army’s 11 3th Military Intelligence 
Group have been destroyed. 

* The inexplicable destruction of 
crucial evidence would force the 
State’s Attorney to rely heavily on 
the testimony of witnesses whose 
statements would thus be unsup- 
ported. 

• Although’ “a few of "these witness- 
es may be considered unreliable, the 

sum total of their testimony 
together vrilh the evidence presented 
during the course of our investiga- 
tion leaves ■ no doubt that some 
members of the Security Section 
committed a number of criminal 
acts. However, to place the entire 
issue of the erosion of constitutional 
rights through improper police 
inlclhgence activities on the testi- 
mony of these witnesses alone 
would work a disservice to the 
public, and to the cause of justice. 
The Grand Jury cannot turn back 
the clock to erase these transgres-* 
sions, but we can alert the public to 
guard against such excesses in the 
future. 

Our report,, along with a sealed 
.criminal naming .thirteen (Thicago Police 

ipn of the r'D^parljnerif who have acVc3’ 

far beyond* their authority, has been 
forwarded to the 'Superintendent of 
the Glucago^ Police Depart mc’nt. 
Hopefully, Appropriate -administra- 
tive action urill be taken against 
these individuals. 

This report together with dis- - 
ciplinary action^ ;igains( the indi-. 
’vidual -police ’ officers and tho 
appropriate civil remedies available 
to those most directly aggrieved by 
these illegal actions should serve as a 
deterrent to others and a foundation 
upon which to work for the future.

(A) Functions of the Units 
Within the Seettrity Section, 

During our invcst^jalion 
Gland Jury studied the slrii 
ancl operation of Chicago Police 
Department’s intelligence system. It 
is our opinion that this system 
produces inherently inaccurate and 
distorted data. 

Tlic intelligence activity of the 
Security Section centers around a 
group of officers in the ’’Analytical 
/ Section.** All intelligence data is 
funnclcd to the officers, called 
“analysts.** Tlic analysts review data, 
recommend action, and forward 
reports to other units of the Chi- 
• cago Police Department. 

Each analyst is assigned a given 
number of target individuals and 
organizations. For example, one 
witness stated that he was responsi- 
^ ble -for-six v^^nti-yar” groups as well

llic conclusions and actions 
recommended were made oh the 
.basis of raw data and assumptions - 
without any direct knowledge of the 
facts. 

Until mid-1974, the analysts also 
had the responsibility of compiling 
weekly intelligence summaries. The 
summaries digested all reports and 
newspaper articles submitted to the 
analysis during ' tlic week. These 
weekly inleliigencc summaries, 
according to a distribution memo- 
randum of the Chicago Polic<^ De- 
partment, were then forwarded to 
high* ranking police officials and to 
(he office of the Mayor of the City 
df Chicago. • 

(B) Intelligence Reports. 

Tlic Grand Jury inquired into 
- the accuracy and the propriety of 
the conclusions contained in -tlic 
\:-''jnlc!l^^ice* reports the- Chicago 
'PolTcc .Department, and we learned 
that' the narrative section -of (he 
report contains -a summary of the 
actions and observations of the 
intell^cnce unit, 

A **Qualificalion Sheet**- listing 
tlic names of every person and 
organization mentioned in the narra- 
tive section is -attached to the 
report. Characterizations of such 
individuals and organizations arc. 
included, for example:

Tliosc areas of evaluation are parti- 
cularly prone to distortion.

(C) Intelligence Files, 

• Tlic files containing (he reports 
.Security Section arc for (he 
part organized on a “target 
group’* basis. Each target group, 
organization, or institution, is assign- 
ed a basic file number and ail 
reports relating to that organization 
carry (Iiat number. Tlic reports arc 
then filed in chronological order 
within that organization’s file. 

For example, let us assume that 
(he file number for XYZ organiza-, 
lion is 1 2345. The first report 
pertaining to XYZ would be 
numbered 12345.1, the second re- 
port v/ould be 12345.2 and so on. 

The mechanism for retrieving 
data from the files is an .alpli.abeticaJ 
card index system.

(D) Lack of' Guide Lines for 
Intelligence Officers. 

Tlic Grand Jury is shocked by 
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(he limited cOucHtion and laci: oi 
(raining of l}ic members of iJ>c 
Security Scciion. Work as an ^^cl- 
Iif,oncc ofneer requires the 
skills in police work, as w^^as 
knowledge of political institutions 
and how they grow and change. We 
found no provision for educational 
qualifications and liaining for inteb 
ligcncc officers. 

We found, for example, that the 
experience and training of one 
officer transferred into the Security 
Section was limited to 19 years in 
the Traffic Division. Olliers obtained 
transfers into the unit just to be 
with friends or relatives. The Grand 
Jury submits that the people of 
Chicago deserve far belter. 

Htc Grand Jury also noted a 
definite lack of administrative con- 
trols over tlic Security Section by 
supervisors within the Police Depart- 
■ ment hierarchy. 

q'ucsirohcd'* before this 
Grand Jury as to whether they were 
aware of the Security Section’s 
activities, high ranking police offi- 
cials pleaded ignorance. If this is 
■^■true,'* fliesC policb t/fficials grossly 
neglected tJicir duty Vo supervise the 
S^urity Section.' 

' Further, the Grand Jury must 
point out dial this Icsdniony was 
contradicted by some police officers 
in the Security Section who said 
that some of the high police offi- 
'* dials had'* been infonned, and did 
Imow of their activities. 

(E) Transmitfal of Data to 
Federal Agencies. 

Testimony before this Grand 
Jury revealed a close working re- 
iationslup between the Qiicago 
Police Department’s Security 
Section and federal intelligence 
agencies. 

From 1969 to 1971, the Secu- 
rity Section was in aimost daily 
contact with the United Slates 
Army l?3th Mih’tary Intelligence 
Group, then headquartered in Evans- 
ton, Illinois. 

.Some witnesses testified that 
intelligence - data collected by the 
Security Section was routinely for- 
warded to the 113th Military Intel- 
ligence Group. Other wimesses told 
us that during this time the 13 3th 
Military Intelligence Group planned 
and conducted intelligence gatlicring 
operations in direct, cooperation 
with the Chicago 'Police Depart- 
ment’s Security Scciion. 

In pursuing this testimony, a 
high ranking intelligence officer of 
the U.S. Army informed representa- 
tives of this Grand Jury that crucial 
records and documents had been 
destroyed. TJic absence of this 
documentary cridence thwarted our 
efforts to uncover the Army’s role 
'in sponsoring improper police intel-< 
ligcncc activities. 

TIic inlcHigencc data acquired by 
the Security Section was also rou- 
tinely* funnelcd by tlic Federal 
Bureau of Investigation resulting in 
(he creation of duplicate files by the 
FBI. Evidence sliowed that on at 
least two occasions employees ’of

llic mere fact that (he informa- 
tion developed by (lie Security 
Scciion war., by this process, a part 
of the files of the tv/o agencies gave 
greater credence to the conclusions 
originally drawn by the Security 
Scciion. 

One police officer testified that 
it was his practice to list any person 
who attended two public meetings 
of an OTganizalion as a member of 
that organization. The conclusion 
that Otis person was a “member” of 
Oic organization was forwarded as a 
fact to the FBI. Subsequent!}', a Jaw 
enforcement agency .seeking*, back- 
ground information on that person 
would be told that according to I'BI 
files, lliat individu.al was or is a 
mem’oer pf a particular organization. 
Tlic number of innocent ixjrsorrs.,; 
harmed by this unwarranted practice 
is.iinpossibic to estimate. 

Since federal agencies accepted ^ 
data from the Security Section 
without questioning the procedures 
followed, or methods used to gain 
information, the federal government 
c^nol escape rcsponsibilit}* for the 
harm done to untold numbers of 
innocent persons. ■ 

Furthermore, the degree of 
federal involvement was .demon- 


man ts furnished the Security Sec- 
tion vrith lisiin^is of members and 
cojtf^utors to these organizations 
as^PRl as background data on 
selected members. 

Three undercover intelligence 
officers Icstificd that they and otlrcr 
undercover agents and* informants 
were instructed by control officers 
to assume roles of leadership in the 
coiitmunily groups. A number of 
the agents and informants testified 
that t.hcy had succeeded in attaining 
positions of leadership. 

One undercover officer became 
the president of the community 
group he had been instructed to 
infiltifltc. After Uie election of the 
undercover agent, the organization 
began, not surprisingly, to experi- 
ence a loss of meinbcrslrip and was 
soon in financial difficulty. 

TIic Grand Jury ^cannot -empha-- 
si;q?„. strongly enough that 'noite *o'f. 
the testimony indicated even the 
slightest 'presence of any type of 
criminal activity with the various 
community groups under scrutiny. * *r. 

After ■'five' years, -the -Chicagorc.J.£ .-u:es 
Police Department had nothing 40' 
show for tlieir intensive effortsv^i: 
except a substantial waste of money- 
and time, and a serious intrusion 
into llic Constitutional rights of the 
people of Cook County. 

(B) Reasons Offered for Infiltra- 
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study wluch indicated that as much 
as $779,000 in federal funds was 
given to the Chicago Poiicc Depart- 
ment Intelligence Division between 
1972 and 1974. 

* 

III- Spying on 
Com muni t)' Groups 

(A) Targets and Methods. 

In 1969, the Security Section of 
the Qiicago 'Police Department 
launched a massive intelligence 
campaign against various community 
groups active in the Chicagoiand 
area. The Grand J ury found that 
none of the many community 
groups brought to our aitcnlioh 
advocated violence, nor had . tlicy 
exhibited any history of riolchce. 
Under no circumstances could these 
community groups be considered a 
proper target, of the Chicago Police 
Department’s mtciligence gathering 
activities. 

During this campaign, intel- 
ligence officers were' assigned ' to 
attend public meetings conducted 
by these community groups. The 
officers summarized and character- 
ized speeches including lliose de- 
h'vcred by public officials, represen- 
tatives of the news media and 
members of religious groups. Tfhe 
intelligence officers also aUcTnple.d 
to identify menrbers of the general 
public v.'ho were in a I tendance. 

Undercover agents and in-r 
formants were used to penetrate the 
private planning sessions of the 
community groups, lire undercover 
agents liad no training as police 
officers, hut were receiving full 
.salaries .as paliolmcn. -Informants 
were {raid for cadi leport. 


The Grand Jury has carefully 
considered the official explanations< 
given by the leadership of the 
Chicago Police Department for 
police spying on community groups 
and find them to be without any 
merit. 

The first explanation oiTered to 
this Grand Jury by the leadership of 
the Chicago ‘Pob'ce Department was 
that the “violent nature” of these 
groups required monitoring. This 
reason, however, was totally rebut- 
ted by the testimony of both 
undercover officers and members of 
the community groups. Undercover 
officers testified that they never 
^witnessed tlic commission or,,, 
advocacy of criminal acthity by - 
members of the targeted community 
groups. 

In fact, some undercover officers 
testified that they repeatedly ques- 
tioned their superiors as to the need 
Xoi ^continued infiltration since it, 
was obvious that the organizations 
were, peaceful and open in Ihcii 
operations. 

Tlic pHiaccfuI nature of the com- 
munity groups was underscored by 
testimony df tlic police officials 
llicmscivcs who admitted that only 
a handful of di^rdcrly conduct 
aire.sts resulted from five years of 
intensive inteihgcncc activity. 

“Traffic control” -N\'as anotlicr 
justification for infiltration offered 
.to., this Grand Juiy -by police 
officials. 

l*he testimony of undercover 
agents and members of tiic com- 
munity' groups totally rebutted this 
explanation. These wtnc.sscs testi- 
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notice was usually j.'Jvcn fur meet- 
ings and demonstrations in. order lo 
obtain a large tgrn.out j^wcU as 
news media coverage. 

Even if advance notice of such 
meetings and demonstrations had 
not been given, it is dilTicuIt to 
understand why police ofllcials 
could consider tra/fic control - an 
excuse lo ignore the Constitution of 
the United States. 

Tlic final argument given by the 
public officials for- (his intelligence 
activity has all the earmarks of a 
Police Slate. . Tl\cy argued that 
unless community groups arc infil- 
trated by undercover agents or- 
informanls, the police will not be 
able to determine whether the 
community group is peaceful or 
violent. 

‘ In other words, these police 
officials^pr<r^r;^e^ that persons who 
ekcrctsc tUcii?- constitutional rights 

- posa -a. threat /lo, the community. 
. until ihoy. pcoi^^d .atherwisc' to the 

satisfaction of tlte police officials. 

- .Such , an attitude is contrary to 

- . ;fpnd^cn:tal . , ^principles of 
democratic ...gavcrnm^&nt which cn- 
^courage ,^ctivc,^,pajlicipatjoii in Die 
political, process '' llirpugh the free 
and open exchange of ideas and 
associations. - , 

. il^e overwhelming weight of the 
evidence presented to this Grajid 
, c4u;y 4f^arly cstajjljsji^ that tlic true 
motivation for spying on com- 
munity groups was political. 

All the targeted community 
groups had several charactcrisitics in 
common. They— represen ied—peopie 
coming together to solve problems, 
and at one time, or another were 
critical of the policies of the Mayor 
of Chicago. In addition, some

groups -which received the most 
intensive scrutiny had also been 
openly critical of some policies of 
the Chicago Police Department. 

The political nature of this 
• intelligence gatherj^ng activity is 
demonstrated further by the inl«i- 
sjve police interest in certain elected 
officials who .were critical of the 
local political power structure. 

Extensive intelligence files were 
maintained on such elected represen- 
tatives. In some cases, files contain- 
ed summaries of their .speeches, and 
reports on their public aj)pearanccs, 

. welUas -.notations regarding their 
-associalcSi -- financial- contributors, 
'\.*5«nd‘?campaign issues. 

. z J An.exampic-of -the gross political 
- -v . misuse of. the intelligence, operation 

can be seen from a comparison of 
two intelligence rile.s. One file deals 
with .a prominent, elected official 
whose, reputation is beyond re- 
proach and who is well known for 
voicing his -opposition to the estnb- 
,4.li5hed -poIiticaIj«forccs in Chicago. 

The other file deals with the Legion 
, of Justice, a now defunct organiza- 
ytion which not -only publicly 
advocated violence as means \ of 
securing its objectives, but wJiich 
al.so publicly admitted the commis- 
sion of such acts. 
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composed almost exclusively of 
undercover ag.ent and informant 
rqmrts, while llic file on the Legion 
of Justice contains newspaper clip- 
pings almost exclusively. The elected 
officiars file is more than five limes 
the size of the file on (he entire 
membership of the Legion of 

■ Justice. Political motivation is the 
only kigical explanation for such a 
disparity. 

(C) The Effect of Police Spying 
on Com;r 2 w/;//v Groups. ■ 

The open presence of police 
officers recording names and talcing 
notes at public functions sponsored 
by a community groups has an 
obvious detrimental effect on that 
group. 

The mere presence of these 
officers inhibits individuals from 
exercising tiicir right to free j.pcech. 
Tlic fact Lhat ,2 ccrninunity group 
.may be.^4inci/?r .Jnvx^istlgatipn rfostefs - 
the conclusion that the group -has 
^ broLcn or is brcaidng the law. 'Such.- 
a conclusion, even though "errone- 
ous, tends to drive awaj' ^incmbe/jr-' ' 
and financial ;.con,tribittDE£. 

The use of undercover agents- 

3;id informants to obtain.' lists ''pf' 
members and financiM cohiybuipr./ 
is a flagrant violation of Cohstriu- 
tional Rights. The frecdoni' of per- 
• sons to associate for the advance- 
ment of beliefs and Ideas .is a 
fundaincnlaJ aspect -'df* Tibfefty. ' Uri-* ' 
less a compelling governmental in- 
terest' can be demonstrated, a com- 
munity group has a Constitutional 
Right to keep *Ts mcmbcr.ship con- 

■ fidential: * * 

Similarly, the mere pre^nce of 
undercover agents and informants at 
private meetings iiifringes upon con- 
stitutional rights. Citizens not only 
have the .right to associate freely but 
tliey arc entitled to a reasonable' 
expectation of privacy in their 
association with one aj» other. 

When engaged in Constitutionally 
protected activity, citizens -must be 
free to cxcrci.se these rights without 
fear that iJieir activities will be 
recorded in govcrnxhenlal files. • 
When the police maintain records' oh 
an* individual simply bccau.se that 
individual has exercisc'd his- right- to 
speak and associate freely, it is but 
a siiort journey to a Police Slate. 

A program in which a police 
agency .surreptitiously-- fSccks.^- -to^ 
obtain control over- a community 
..group's ■'policies *and godls must not 
•be tolerated in. a free society. Suciv 
a prograju is indefensible a«d*‘ in- 
excusable. It is neither lltc fight nor 
the re.sponsibility of the police to 
determine whether a community » 
group i.s to grow or wither. 

Finally, political spying by police 
lowers tile community’s' respeeV for 
law enforcement. -Withonl-Thc* -re— »- 
sped and support of the com- 
munity, law enforcement agcncie., 
cannot operate effectively. The 
decision by high police officials to 
indiscriminately infiltrate com- 
munity groups makes* tlic dinicuU 
job of responsible law ’ cnibYccmcnt * 
officers even nxorc difficult. 
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GatJicriiig Activities 
(A) Police Involvement in Crimi' 
lal A cts. 

Evidence including testimony of 
police officers, established wiUxout 
question that certain members of 
the Ciiicago Police DciSartmcnl’s 
Security Section committed criminal 
acts in order lo gather intelligence 
data. Witnesses testified liral certain 
higli level police personnel were 
aware oClhis activity. 

• Some, officers testified (hat they 
believed it their duty to burglarize 
offices to gather inlcUigcncc data 
and to di.srupt (he activities of 
organizations by destroying mailing 
lists, Esls of financial contributors, 
office equipment and even by steal- 
ing money. 

. Another method used (o disrupt 
the activities of organizations was to 
iitflici property damage ron" one 
o rg aniz'al i o n ‘ a’fi d" ' md k c * pc 

that the acl.'c of vandalism' were ' *"* 
actually cothiUittcd by^a rival* oigirh- 
izatioh in order to' cause ’’friction 
’between the urgariizati bn's. '*** 

These ‘ acts of Meslfbb-ii^h^'were 
*not limited to ’locally based ’"ofgarhi-" 
zalions. Tn.. one Instance, x .police- 
'officer •adtnitted 'that' he ^iIleg4Uy.' 
entered the Chicago officc.s of a 
presidential, candidate, and removed 
records and office equipment 'in 
order lo disrupt lus campaign. 

' In another ‘..instance, *tcslimoriy/ ‘ ( 
indicated that an undercover officer 
not only permitted, but actually 
encouraged a group to violate the 
residential picketing statute. This is 
another example of flagrant di.s- 
respccl for tlic law by those sworn * 
to uphold law. 

In one of the most bizarre 

instances, a .police officer .admitted 
that he became the president of an 
•organization and in tlial ca:pacity * 
urged members to commit acts of 
violence. That officer specifically 
urged members to shoot Chicago 

Police Officers, fie even demon- 

strated the most strategic placement;. - 
of snipers in downtown Chicago 
which would make possible .the 
liiglicst number of casualties. This 

testimony was ♦ confirmed by . . 

,, members of the organization.

had been “routinely destroyed.” 
Iionically, the log for photographic 
equipment going as far back as 1968 
was not ‘‘routinely destroyed.” 

Several witnesses testified that 
members of the Security Section 
were present when acts of violence 
were committed against peaceably 
assemided individuals, ^‘llcse officers 
took no action to prevent the acts 
of violence or to arrest the guilty. 
In fact, on other occasions members 
of the Security Section tried to 
incite these same individuals to 
violence through the use of the 
most foul and abu.sivc language. This 
. was ‘all’ .'part ot .a 'deliberate plan of 
harassment. ‘ ' * *'' 

,, One group operating during this 
^pcriod.was an, organization, knov/n 
as. ,ftlie Legion of Justice, a now

, defunct militant organization which 
^advjcatcd violence as a means of

obtaining its objectives. There is no 
.qucstion tbal some jhembers of the 
Security .Section maintained a close 
working relationship with the 
Legion of Justice. Our conclusion is 
•not based solely upon the testimony 
of former members. of liic J^egion of 
Justice, l)Ut rather on the totality of 
evidence presented to this Grand 
Jury. 

• In spite of the Legion of 
Justice's public statements accepting 
responsibility for criminal acts and 
tlicir avowed intention, to continue 
to commit such acts, the Security 
Section never engaged in a serious 
attempt to monitor or infiltrate this 
legitimate target of police scrutiny. 

The Legion of Justice burglarized 
offices of various organizations 
during tire time when such organiza- 
tions were subjects' of intensive 
surveillance and harassment by the 
‘Security Scclioh. " Officers of (he 
Security Section also witnessed acts 
of. violence by tliC Legion of Justice 
against members of these organiza- 
tions, but failed to come to the aid 
of the victims. 

Even if we disregarded the testi- 
mony -of the members of the Legion 
of Justice and viewed the evidence 
in a light -niost ’favorable to the 
Chicago Eoh'cc-Dcpartmcnl, the fact 
.remains 4hQt at "the minimum, the 
Security Section acquiesced and 
encouraged tlic commission of illegal 
acts. The fact that officers wlio arc 
sworn to uphold .(he Jaw either 
' condoned or directed such activities 
severely stains the integrity of law 
enforcement. 

The hierarchy oT the Chicago 
Police Department cannot escape 
their moral rc.sponsibiliiy for tlic 
actions of members of ,thc Security 
Section. They either condoned the 
actions or gro.ssjy neglected tlicir 
supervisory duties.

Some Oiidgo police officcis 
atleniplcd to justify the surveiJUnce 
of community groups by pointing to 
the October, J 969 disturbance 
knov/n as "'fljc Days of Kage.” 

Tlic Weatherman faction of the 
Students for a Democratic Society 
had publicly announced their inten- 
tion to commit acts of violence in 
the City of Chicago. Tlris announce- 
ment together with their past 
liistory of violence placed that 
group witiiin (lie scope of legitimate 
police infiltration and surveillance. 

Undercover agents were able to 
successfully infiitrnlc* tlic group'. Tlie 
agents identified the ring leaders, 
the locations targeted for violence, 
and the dates set for the acts of 
violence. The undercover agents for- 
warded this information to their 

T ' - ^ * 

superiors approximately '.a* Week' 
prior to the acluai disturbances. 

The u n d erco ver of fi ccr.s wh o 
• 

penetrated the group testified “that 
they .submiited reports detailing* 
accounts, .of the meetings im which 
S.D.S. lcader.s agreed to commit ac^ 
of violence. - 111 esc officers 'alsb* 
witnessed acts in furtJicrance oTthis'' 
conspiracy including the gathering* ' 
of weapons, the drawing of maps, 
and preparations for escape. 

Armed witii lliis information, the 
police could have arrested ‘ the 
leadership of the Weatherman fac- 
tion of the S.D.S., and prevented 
tJie riots, but they did not. The 
Grand Jury asked Chicago police 
officials why they did not prevent 
tlie riots and the resulting destruc- 
tion of pioperiy and physical-harm, 
even though they possessed dctaiicd. 
corroborated evidence. Their reply, 
was tlial llie acts of violence must 
actually occur before any cl^aiges 
can be brought to the -State's 
Attorney’s office. 

This, of course, is absurd and ‘ 
totally wrong. In Illinois,' it is a 
crime to conspire to commit an 
offense if a step in furtherance of 
the agreement is commilteci. In this 
case, v^capons were gathered, maps ■ 
were drawn, escape routes estab- 
lished, and so forth. 

The callous disregard . for the 
health and property of those harm- * 
ed during the “Days’ of Rage” is 
characteristic of tlie entire police 
spying operation. Peaceful groups 
were spied upon and disrupted Tdr» ‘ 
apparently political reasons while a* 
violent group was permitted lo-^arry 
out tlicir intended plan of violence. 

ILe sole and highc.st responsibil- 
ity of law enforcement officials is to 
carry out their sworn and solemn 
duly to protect the public. Our 
investigation uncovered flagrant 
violations of this solemn oath. The 
responsibility for this abuse rests 
squarely on (he leadership of the 
Ciiicago Police Department and the 
Gty of Qiicago. * 
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V. Recommendations 
1 C Grand Jury Investiption 
which focused exclusively on 
the Qiicago Police Department's 
improper methods of gallicring intel- 
ligence data clearly demonstrates 
that existing police intelligence 
practices pose a grave threat to the 
individual rights and freedoms which 
arc basic to our democratic society. 

Safeguards ' must be established 
and- enforced to prevent a. recur- 
rence of liicse serious invasions of 
constitutional rights. However, the 
safeguards .should not hamper Uic 
proper and legal use of undercover 
agents and informants to uncover 
criminal activity and to bring to 
justice those who make their living 
through crime. 

Therefore, we submit (he follow- 
ing recommendations in the hope 
"'inaf .public"-' consideration ^nd ‘ 
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go’i^ernmental action v/ill produce a 
formula for police intelligence which 
•Wiir’ protect individual rights antf 
'l^tilP pcrmit 'the detection and ’appre- 
iieh.sion of critnih'als. • * / 7T:‘v:-i.u 

(A) Legislation. ^

indiscriminate infiltration of com- 
munity groups and to codify an .

his or her ' intelligence file. The ” ' 
following is submitted for considera- 
tion by the General Assembly in, 
formulating the legislation. 

(I) Community Group in filtra- 
tion. 'Tlic responsibility for the 
infiltration of a community group,. .. 
should rest firmly with the head of 
the lav/ enforcement agency .seeking 
auUiorily to infillrate-in Chicago, 
the jSuperintendent of Police. The 
application to ihfil Irate should also 
have the written approval of the 
highest elected official directly re- 
sponsible for tile law enforcement 
agency. 

In order to minimize the adverse 
effects of infiltration on tlie com- 
munitj'' group, authorization to infil- 
trate througli the use of undercover 
agents or paid informants should be 
limited to 90 days, with extensions 
available when neces.sary. 

The final approval for infiltration 
should come from body tliat is 
not influenced by political consider- 
ations. TTh^/Grand Jury, an arm bf^" ’ 
ihe jud:ciar>% is best suited ..for this 
role. Twenty-tJuec randomly sclect- 
ec mdividuals who can review a 
request in secret can bc.st protect 
the Tights of the individual and the 
general public. 

Tlic police agency requesting the 
authority to inJ'iltratc a community 
group shoujd be required to present 
evidence through Uic Suite's Atior-'* 
ncy to the Grand Jury which clearly 
demonstrates a legitimate law en- 
forcement need for the infiltration. 

The Stale's Attorney should also 
be responsible for informing Uie 
Grand Jury of the police agency’s 
guidelines for* infiltration prior to a 
vote by Uie Grand Jury. 
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If the Grand votes approval 
for the. inniliiPh. H'c police 
agency must report back to the 
Stale’s Attorney who in turn will 
report the results of the infiltration 
to the Grand Jury witliin 90 days of 
the autlrorizalion. At that time, the 
Grand Jury may extend authority 
for the infiltration for additional 
90-day periods. 

If after the first or any sub- 
sequent 90Klay period, the evidence 
does not warrant further infiltraUon, 
all files pertaining to dte community 

proup and its members wJiich do 
liol directly relate to criminal 
activities should be destroyed. 

The aulliority to infiltrate should 
never permit the undercover agent 
or paid informant to advocaic vio- 
lence or to seek, a leadership posi- 
tion witlim the community group. 

A public official or employee 
who violates such a statute should 
be held both criminally and civilly 
liable for his actions. 

(2) Access to Jntellhi^ncc Files, 
An individual should have the right 
to the information relating to him* 
or her contained- in police intel- 
ligence files. That right should be 
limited- only by.,_a dear demon- 
stration of a compelling goveni- 
mental need for secrecy, such as 
danger to the life of another. The 
head of the police agency involved 
should be held criminaJJj' and civiUj' 
liable for failure to enforce 4 he legal 
light of persons to . information 
rdating.to. them contained iii police 
intelligence files. 

CB) JhtcUigence Guidelines. 

We recognize tliat good judgment, 
and proper police attitudes cannot 
be accomplished through Jegislalion. 
However, the leadership of the 
Chicago Police Department can by 
finally recognizing their responsi- 
bility to^ protect file civil rights of 
the public they arc sworn to servS: 
The first step toward this goal 
would be to establish and strictly 
enforce guidelines regulating the u^ 
and methods . of gathering intelli- 
gence data. 

Police must no longer regard a 
person or organization which ques- 
tions police conduct as being anti- 
police or subversive. 

We urge the Police Department 
to consider the following proposals: 

(1) Intelligence Files. Intelligence 
files should not be kept on persons 
or organizations unless they arc 
committing or threatening to com- 
mit criminal acts, or have a history 
of criminal activity. 

No files should be maintained on 
any jxirson or organization merely 
because of the pcrson’.s po.sition in 
government or candidacy for public 
office, nor because of race, creed, 
ethnic background or political be- 
liefs. 

In addition, the existing policy 
requiring person.s seeking intelligence 
data to display a legitimate law 


enforcement purpose be 

strictly enforced. 

Current intelligence files which 
do not meet these guidelines should 
be immediately destroyed. All in- 
telligence filc.s should be reviewed at 
least twice yearly to insure removal 
and destruction of outdated and 
erroneous material. Cooperating law 
enforcement agencies should be 
notified of the destruction, of the 
data. 

(2) Intelligence Personnel Re- 
quirements. No officer should be 
employed in the intelligence work 
until he or she has received ade- 
quate training as a law cmorcemcnt 
officer. 

intelligence Officers should be 
schooled in political science, the 
history of the Cify of^Ouca^o and 
American his^orVi ineju^ingj.^n jnj 
depth study of file Dniled "Stales 
Constitution, with special emphasis 
on the BUI of Rights. 

VI. Conclusion . 

The 'Grand JJJTy.^..^V^he^ to 
express iis gratitude to the State’s 
Attorney and the Assistant State’s 
Attorneys v/ho Worked io diligently 
to aid this Grand Jury in our search 
for truth. 

Because of the gravity of the 
problems created by improper police 
inICiUgcnce, activity^ aijjd Uie diie 
need to build saTc^^ds^ Tor the 
future, we direct the State’s Attor- 
ney of Cook County to make this 

report public. 

Recent news media disclosures 
indicodc that the Chicago Police 
Department may be continuing to 
abuse its ' intelligence gathering 
functions through unwarranted and 
illegal surveillance and infiltration. 

. These allegations merit an im- 
mediate investigriion by the State’s 
.Attorney to determine the validity 
of fiic charges. 

As we have emphasized in this 
report, such conduct by those who 
have taken an oath to uphold and 
enforce ‘ our laws must not be 
tolerated in a free .society. 

T1)C Slate’s Attorney is urged to 
carefully monitor police intelligence 
gathering practices to prevent future 

abuse.

Defendant GRUB I SIC and another Defendant 
whose identify is unknown to Plaintiffs and known to cer- 
tain Defendants sat in a car outside the premises and then 
observed the above Defendants carrying the files and boxes 
out of the building. Criminal charges were subsequently 
brought against LEGION OF JUSTICE member T HOMAS STEWART, 
and Defendant FITZGIBBONS illegally obtained information

concerning the prosecution's case and transmitted it to 
STEWART and his attorney. Defendant SUTTON. Some of the 
' property stolen in the raid was given by certain LEGION 
OF JUSTICE Defendants to certain local and Federal Govern- 
ment. Defendants, including GRUBISIC, FITZGIBBONS, NORUSIS 




and FILKINS, who Knew the property was stolen. 




32. Plaintiffs- were miable to discover, the existence of the con- 
spiracy pursuant to which the above actions were taken until on or about 
March 24, 1975, when an article published in the Chicago Daily News cited 


an unnamed informant as the source of information that the November 1, 1969 
burglary of the offices of Plaintiff YSA by members of the LEGION OF JUSTICE 
was done in cooperation and coordination of Chicago Police Intelligence agents, 
and that the stolen items were"turned over immediately to a federal intelli- 
gence agency working with the local police." Plaintiffs were further unable 
to discover the identity of this "federal intelligence agency" until on or 
about April 13, 1975, when an article in the Chicaqo-Sun Times reported that 
the Cook County State's Attorney's office was checking reports by informants 
that the 113th Military Intel 1 igence Group, along with the Chicago Police 
Were involved in the illegal actions purpatrated by the LEGION OF JUSTICE

against Plaintiffs and others. Copies of these newspaper articles are ap- 
pended hereto and made a part hereof as Exhibits C and D, respectively. 

33. During this period. Plaintiffs HENDERSON and PETTY were candidates 
for public office, nominated by the SWP. As a result of the above-described 
illegal conspiracy and unlawful acts, their rights and ability to carry on 
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■their campaigns for publiaWfice were chilled, interfered^Pth, infringed 
upon and otherwise damaged. 

34. These activities by Defendants and their agents have the purpose 

• • 

and effect of chilling, harassing, intimidating and disrupting the Plaintiffs' 
exercise of their First Amendment rights of speech and association, and vio- 
late other rights guaranteed by .the United States Constitution and statutes, 
including those embodied in the Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, Ninth and Fourteenth 

Amendments. The purpose of these activities by Defendants and their agents 
is further to deny the SWP, its members, candidates and supporters the equal 
protection of the laws and the equal privileges and immunities under the law 
by preventing them from running for and obtaining office, from supporting 
candidates and platforms for such offices, and from otherwise participating 
. in the electoral process and exercising their freedoms of speech and associa- 
tion on an equal basis with the Republican and Democratic parties and their 
members . ’ 


CAUSES OF ACTION 

COUNT I: SUMMARY PUNISHMENT AND HARASSMENT

35. Plaintiffs repeat and reallege Paragraphs 1 through 24 with 
the same force and effect as if fully set forth herein. 

36. The course of conduct and activities of the Defendants and their 
agents set forth above have injured the Plaintiffs, subjecting them to summary 
punishment and harassment, by invading their privacy, and otherwise burdening 
their exercise of rights of free speech, assembly and association, and their 
right to petition the Government for a redress of grievances,- guaranteed by 
the First, Fourth, Ninth, and Fourteenth Amendments to the Constitution of the 
United States. 

37. The activities of the Defendants set forth above interfere 
with .discourage and deter the Plaintiff organizations from openly exercising 
their rights of free speech, assembly and association, and their right to 
petition the Government for redress of grievances, guaranteed by the First 
and Fourteenth Amerndments to the Constitution of the United States.

38. Plaintiffs further allege that Defendants conspired to and by 
their overt actions did fraudulently conceal their unlawful conduct from

COUNT il; RIGHT TO PRIVACY

39. Plaintiffs repeat and reallege Paragraphs 1 through 34 with the 
same force and effect as if fully set forth herein. 

40. The activities of Defendants described above violate the right to 
privacy guaranteed Plaintiffs and members of the Plaintiff class by the First, 
Fourth, Fifth, Ninth and Fourteenth Amendments to the United States Constituti 

41. Plaintiffs further allege that Defendants conspired and by their 
overt actions did fraudulently conceal their unlav/ful conduct from Plaintiffs, 
so as to have made it impossible for Plaintiffs to know that they may have had 

cause of action, despite their exercise of due dilligence.

COUNT III: UNREASONABLE SEARCH AND SEIZURE 

42. Plaintiffs repeat and reallege Paragraphs 1 through 34 with the 
same force and effect as if fully set forth herein. 

43. The activities of Defendants described above are undertaken with-

out warrent or other appropriate judicial authorization. 

44. These activities constitute unreasonable searches and seizures

in violation of the rights guaranteed Plaintiffs by the Fourth, Fifth, and 
Fourteenth Amendments to the United States Constitution. 

COUNT IV: FALSE ARREST 

45. Plaintiffs repeat and reallege Paragraphs 1 through 34 with the 

same force and effect as if fully set forth herein.

46. The activities of certain of the Defendants constituted the 
offense of false arrest against the Plaintiff CARL FINAMORE. 

47. The Plaintiffs further allege that the Defendants conspired and 
sought to conceal their unlawful conduct so that Plaintiffs could not know 
they had a cause of action, despite their exercise of due dill igence. 

PRAYER FOR RELIEF 


WHEREFORE, Plaintiffs respectfully demand a trial by .jury as to the 
issues of law herein and the following relief:

A. Compensatory and punitive damages to the Plaintiffs in the follow- 
ing amounts, assessing the relative amounts to be paid by each individual

civil rights under color of law. Plaintiff CLEMENS BAK is entitled to damages 
in the amount of $25,000.00. 

(12) As a result of the November 1, 1969 break-in. Plaintiff SWP sus- 
tained property damage valued at $500.00. 

(13) As a result of the June 26, 1970 break-in. Plaintiff SWP sustained 
property damages valued at $3,000.00. 

(14) As a result of all of the above-described impairments of their 
privacy and political freedom, and freedom of expression and association. Plain- 
tiff SWP, its members, candidates and supporters (including members of the 
YSA) is entitled to damages in the amount of $1,000,000.00. 

B. That this Court enjoin Defendants from the activities above de- 
nominated, and from destroying evidence pertaining tothe above-denominated 
activities, and that they place in the safekeeping of this Court said evidence. 

C. That this Court enter a declaratory judgment that the activities • 
of Defendants described above violate the constitutional rights of Plaintiffs.

D. The reasonable costs and attorney's fees of Plaintiffs. 

E. Such other relief as the Court shall deem just and proper.
